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Mattapoisett Eyes Solar Technology

In an effort to save money and boost energy 
independence, Mattapoisett Town Administrator Michael 
Gagne is hard at work promoting a green agenda. Recent 
efforts of Mr. Gagne include the possible establishment 
of a town agricultural commission to promote local food 
production and the launch of the first Tri-Town farmers 
market coming to Old Rochester Regional this harvest 
season. His latest initiative: solar power. 

Specifically, Mr. Gagne and other town officials 
are seeking to install solar panels on the roofs of Old 
Hammondtown School and Old Rochester Regional 
Junior High and High Schools, as well as on the 5.6 acres 
of land at the former Tinkham Hill Landfill. The town 
administrator currently is working with Borrego Solar 
Systems to assess possible solar systems on municipal 
buildings. In a preliminary report, Borrego said a 75 
Kilowatt system at Old Hammondtown School could 
produce an annual electricity production of 90,000 
Kilowatt-hours and a 680 Kilowatt system at ORR could 
produce 850,000 Kilowatt-hours per year. Translation: 
major cost savings. 

After a difficult budget season for area schools, 
a reduced energy bill is a very attractive prospect.

On the Cover: Happy Earth Day! This issue is a celebration of 
all things green and sustainable.

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At an April 15 school meeting, Mr. Gagne presented 
his proposal to the ORR District School Committee, 
where School Business Administrator Kathleen Isernio 
stated that the junior high and high schools spend 
approximately $400,000 on electricity costs each year. Mr. 
Gagne said that a 30 to 40 percent electricity savings is a 
reasonable prediction under the new solar system, which 
represents an additional $120,000 to $160,000 per year. 

"We are always looking for ways to bring savings 
to the budget,'' Superintendent Douglas White said at the 
meeting, voicing his support for solar technology. 

Mr. Gagne recognizes, however, that not all 
buildings are suitable for solar technology For example. 
Center School in Mattapoisett was ruled out largely 
due to the "village atmosphere" with heavy shade, said 
the town administrator. He said the ORR schools. Old 
Hammondtown and the former landfill at Tinkham Hill 
presented the greatest opportunity for solar power due to 
their unobstructed buildings and spaces. Also, he said he 
is lumping all three locations into one project for a more 
efficient installation and subsequent cost savings. 

Although Borrego completed the initial 
assessment, the town currently is seeking bids from other 
companies for the solar projects. This week, Mr. Gagne 
and his team are submitting requests for qualifications 
to find experienced contractors available for the project. 
The town then will have a narrowed pool of applicants 
that will submit their project bids for the town's review. 
After a thorough vetting process, the town will choose 
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a company based on their prices and experience. "The 
process moves fairly quickly/' Mr. Gagne said. 

Once a contractor is chosen, Mr. Gagne said a 
power purchase agreement will likely be drafted under 
which some of the savings go to the municipalities and 
schools, and other savings are funneled to the contractor. 
This agreement is necessary to fund the photovoltaic 
panels' initial installation and ongoing service needs. 
Once an agreement is reached, the staging and delivery of 
parts occur. If all moves accordingly, Mr. Gagne said he is 
''hopeful'' the panels will be in place by the fall, or at the 
latest, by the end of the year. 

Overall, Mr. Gagne said the solar panels would 
help "reduce our carbon footprint and dependence on 
foreign oil." He said "energy independence" is a part of 
the bigger picture to improve U.S. international relations 
and reduce global conflict. 

What else is in the pipeline for Mr. Gagne? The 
town administrator said he recently submitted a technical 
review proposal to use geothermal technology to power 
the Town Hall, among other municipal buildings. "We are 
definitely going forward on that," he said. 

Mattapoisett Acts on Winter Moth Threat

Mattapoisett maple trees are feeling the strain of 
yet another winter moth infestation year, but this time, 
the town is taking action. Tree Warden Roland Cote 
recently partnered-up with arborist and tree pest expert 
Dave Mendell to present a concern to the selectmen. The 
culprit? A tiny green "looper" that is wreaking havoc on 
area maple trees. 

At every stage, these critters are considered 
pests - from their infant stage when they feed on tree 
buds, to the Swiss cheese-stage, when they render maple 
trees shade-less from their incessant munching, to the 
final stage, when they are one-inch moths that fly in your 
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face and gather around lights. The winter moth is just 
considered unpleasant all-around. 

The winter moth was first recorded in Nova 
Scotia in the 1930s, and since then has become a tree 
menace in Massachusetts, and other areas of the northeast 
and pacific northwest, including Canada. The winter 
moth particularly spreads in coastal regions and prefers 
maples, oaks and apple trees. 

During the caterpillar stage, the small, bright 
green inchworm feeds on young buds. As the caterpillar 
grows and the leaves unfurl, the tree takes on a lacy effect. 
No longer does the maple tree provide shade - it starts to 
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languish with the threat of the insect, and it can no longer 
photosynthesize without its growth. In as few as three 
years, the tree can die from this tiny pest. 

Mr. Cote and Mr. Mendell told the selectmen that 
the trees in Mattapoisett have been struggling with winter 
moths for the past three years, and they may start to die 
if action is not taken this year. Since it is most effective to 
treat trees while the winter moth is young, the controlled 
spray will take place in late April or early May 

The organic insecticide spray, which Mr. Cote 
describes as "a low-toxicity spray that shouldn't harm 
anything'' is called Conserve and is derived from 
chrysanthemum flower extract. In a Conserve toxicity 
report from Dow AgroSciences, research reports virtually 
no harmful side effects for humans from the spray, but 
when it is directly applied to sick trees, it will kill the 
caterpillars within a couple days. 

"It's a rather benign substance," said town 
administrator Michael Gagne, who said that the village 
trees are most vulnerable. "On less urbanized roads, 
the tree has more of a chance," he added. The trees in 
the village are already slightly stressed from their root- 
proximity to the street, which exposes them to road salt 
and limits their water uptake. Having the added stress of 
a pest like winter moths could end up killing some of the 
town's most charming maple trees. 

Trees add to the character of a village, and some 
of the oldest, most distinguished maples could be at risk. 
Mr. Gagne cited the case of Worcester, MA, where a large 
portion of trees had to be removed from the Greendale 
section of the city because of destruction from the Asian 
longhorned beetle. 

"It is sad," said Mr. Gagne, referring to the loss 
of trees. "It is not a pretty sight. Older trees give so much 
character to an older section of town." 

The spray will likely take place during the night 
to reduce inconvenience to residents. At this time, there 
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are no special recommendations or precautions advised 
to the public, since the spray is considered harmless 
to humans. The spray process will take about 40 to 60 
seconds per tree, and will be targeted towards infected 
trees only. Both Mr. Gagne and Mr. Cote are still not 
certain how many trees will be involved, but the current 
project is estimated to cost the town between $2,500 and 
$3,500. 

The cost is lower than waiting for the trees to 
suffer and die, according to Mr. Gagne. Between police 
detail, materials and road closure, removal could cost as 
much as $1,500 per tree. For Mattapoisett, the intrinsic 
loss of village maples would be immeasurable. 

If a resident knows of an infected tree, Mr. Cote 
said, 'T would advise the person to call - even if it is an 
oak - let us know." Likewise, Mr. Gagne encourages town 
residents to call the selectmen office with any questions or 
concerns: 508-758-4100, ext.

Locals Celebrate Earth Day in Service

Turning ideals into action, local environmentalists 
are heading to Nasketucket Bay Reservation this Saturday 
for a clean-up event in recognition of Earth Day. The event 
is part of Massachusetts' s Department of Conservation 
and Recreation's Fourth Annual Park Serve Day that 
motivates residents to get out and clean up the state's 
parks. 

Although Nasketucket Bay Reservation 
technically is not part of the state parks system, 
Mattapoisett Land Trust President Gary P Johnson said 
that the trust decided to focus on cleaning an area in 
Mattapoisett' s own backyard. In the past, locals would 
travel out-of-town to clean an official state park. 

'It will be nice for people to go down and 
experience [Nasketucket Bay Reservation]," said Mr. 
Johnson, who remarked that many town residents are 
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not even aware of the park's existence. Mr. Johnson 
predicts that participants will enjoy Nasketucket's special 
attributes as they collect litter along the shoreline. For 
example, he said that the wildflowers are starting to 
bloom and frog and salamander eggs are thriving in the 
reservation's vernal pools. 

Mr. Johnson encourages families to join in the 
activity, noting that the kids will benefit from a morning 
out in nature. 

As a father of a seven year old and a five year old, 
Mattapoisett Land Trust volunteer Peter Mello vouches 
for nature's positive influence on children. He said that he 
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and his wife Jenny have brought their children to many 
Land Trust events since before they could walk. "We 
want them to grow up with respect for the community 
and green spaces/' he said. Mr. Mello recalled a recent 
trip with his family involving a vernal pool certification 
exercise that protects the water pools from development. 
"The kids just loved it," he said. 

Mr. Johnson hopes nature lovers like Mr. Mello 
and his family will come out for the spring-cleaning event 
to enjoy a serene morning in one of Mattapoisett's natural 
gems. Those interested in helping out should arrive at 
the reservation's parking lot at 9:00 am on April 24 with 
gloves and bags for collecting litter. Rubber boots are 
recommended. Most importantly, Mr. Johnson encourages 
participants to bring their cameras to capture the beauty 
of Nasketucket.

Board Approves Three Special Permits, One 
Variance 

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

A meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning Board of 
Appeals was called to order by Chairperson Jeffrey Chase 
on April 15, 2010 at 6:00 pm at the Mattapoisett Town 
Hall. Also present was committee members Norman 
Lyonnais, Marie Bacon, Mary Ann Brogan, Susan Akin, 
and Mattapoisett Building Inspector Andrew Bobola. 

In the first hearing, applicants Thomas and Nancy 
Lucivero - represented by Dave Davignon of Schneider 
and Associates - asked the board to approve a special 
permit application to construct an addition to their 
dwelling that exceeds allowable setback requirements. 
The property - located at 50 Brant Beach Ave - would 
reduce the setback from 12.2 feet to 10.4 feet in the front 
with a two-foot overhang. Mr. Davignon noted that "it is a 
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very modest proposar' that would keep the house at one 
story. 

One abutter stated that he was not properly 
notified of a related Conservation Committee hearing 
and expressed concern that the applicant would plant 
trees blocking the water view. He said he had asked Mr. 
Lucivero to ''put it in writing'' that he will not plant trees, 
but the applicant refused. Mr. Davignon stressed that Mr. 
Lucivero "has no intention" of planting trees. Another 
neighbor at the meeting said the owner told him he would 
"do everything to maintain the view." 

In response to the abutter's concern, Mr. Bobola 
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noted that for the applicant to build trees, he would need 
the Conservation Committee's approval as that part of the 
property is in the wetlands buffer zone. Thus the board 
determined that the neighbor could present his concerns 
at that hearing if Mr. Lucivero decides to plant trees. 

Shortly thereafter, the board unanimously 
approved the request. 

The second hearing involved applicant Robert 
Cattley of 21 Water Street. Representing himself, Mr. 
Cattley requested a special permit to demolish and 
reconstruct a garage ''built for a different era" on his 
property. He said the current garage encroaches on his 
neighbor's property as it pre-dates zoning law, thus the 
construction would remove all encroachment. Also, he 
said that the new garage would be 24 feet by 24 feet. 

"[Mr. Cattley] has been talking about this for 23 
years and has worked hard to gain support. I hope the 
board looks favorably on [the application]," commented 
Mr. Bobola. Neighbors who attended the hearing 
unanimously expressed their support for Mr. Cattley as 
well. 

With no concerns voiced about the application, 
the board unanimously approved the request. "It is going 
to be a nice improvement," said Chairman Chase.

In the third hearing, Deborah Francoeur 
requested a special permit to allow a family-related 
apartment at her property on 33 Brant Beach Ave. 
Specifically, she wants her father with medical conditions 
to live on the house's first floor as a separate apartment 
but the space does not meet the 500 square footage 
requirements. Mr. Chase noted that the apartment is not 
rentable in the future and is only for her father's use. 

Ms. Brogan inquired if the apartment could help 
meet the town's state-mandated affordable housing goals; 
Mr. Bobola offered to investigate that possibility as neither 
the board nor Mr. Bobola had a clear answer. Mr. Bobola 
did confirm that if approved, the in-law unit would 
require annual inspections. 

With little deliberation, the board unanimously 
approved the request. 

In the fourth and last public hearing, Christopher 
Jaskolka submitted a variance petition to allow the size 
of a maneuvering lane to be at 22 feet versus the required 
28 feet for a business residence at 21 County Road. The 
applicant had an identical petition approved 15 months 
ago but failed to implement the changes by the one-year 
deadline. 

The applicant remarked on the irony that he was

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part of the planning board in the past that established the 
28-foot maneuvering lane zoning rule. Mr. Bobola noted 
that the Mattapoisett Free Public Library has a 22-foot 
maneuvering lane and that when Mr. Jaskolka's petition 
originally passed, it prompted some concern; however, he 
advised the board to approve the request. 

In deliberation, Mr. Lyonnais expressed support 
for the variance as it would create new business and 
residential opportunities. However, Ms. Brogan said she 
took issue with the fact that Mr. Jaskolka was requesting 
to override for himself zoning rules that he helped draft 
on the board. 

With the exception of Ms. Brogan, the board 
approved the petition. 

The board voted to adjourn at 7:25 pm. 

Selectmen Increase Demand Fee, Lien Fee 

Marion Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Stephen 
Gushing on April 20, 2010 at 7:00 pm in the Marion 
Town House. Also in attendance were Selectmen Roger 
Blanchette and Jonathan Henry, Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson and Assistant to the Selectmen Helene Graver. 

The minutes of the April 6 meeting were 
approved. 

In their first appointment of the evening, the 
Board met with David Pierce, Chairman of the Alternative 
Energy Committee (AEC). Mr. Pierce debriefed the Board 
on several matters with which the AEC has been dealing. 
Included in his presentation was information on the 
wind power data collection, taking place at Great Hill off 
Delano Road. Before going forward with a plan to supply 
town buildings with power from a commercial wind 
turbine, data must be collected for a full year to determine 
whether the site will produce enough wind energy. Great 
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Hill data has been collected since last summer, and Mr. 
Pierce said that the location looks "very promising''. 
''We are quite excited with the data we're collecting," he 
added. 

One detail that AEG has been trying to iron out 
with legislation is whether or not the town would be able 
to financially benefit from the excess energy produced. 
"We need to guarantee the income of net metering," said 
Mr. Pierce. 

Mr. Pierce also gave the Board an update on the 
Mattapoisett River Valley Water District. According to Mr. 
Pierce, who is a Marion representative for the district, the

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water rate increase for municipalities will be changing 
from one cent per 100 gallons to two cents per 100 gallons. 
This change comes from state legislation, which acts upon 
the vote of regional committee like the Mattapoisett River 
Valley Water District. The increase will not be felt directly 
by homeowners. Mr. Dawson said that this was an 
"assessment that the town pays. . . it will not be reflected 
in the rate payer's bill." 

In a second appointment, the Board was 
scheduled to conduct a public hearing for a new 
telephone pole, but since necessary representative from 
NStar did not appear at the meeting, the hearing has been 
continued to April 27 at 7:45 pm. 

In a third appointment, the Board met with Chief 
Lincoln Miller, who introduced the Board to Special 
Officer Alisha Chandler, who is scheduled to complete 
police academy on April 30. The Board voted to appoint 
Officer Chandler to a full-time position, effective April 30. 

In a final appointment, the Board met with 
Marion Tax Collector Gary Carreiro and Susan Delahunt, 
Vice President of Century Bankcorp. Mr. Carreiro 
presented an interest in using Century Bank as a lockbox 
location for the processing of tax collections. He cited the 
change as being a "much quicker" way for the town to 
clear and collect all taxes, and assured that there "would 
be no change to how bills are collected". The service 
would end up costing nothing to the town, according to 
Mr. Carreiro, who said "in essence, we wouldn't see a bill 
for this." Included in the new lockbox collection would 
be motor vehicle excise, real estate, water and sewer and 
boat. The "test run" will likely take place in August with 
real estate taxes. Residents may find the mailing location 
to be different than in the past, since the processing 
will take place in Medford, MA. 175 cities and towns 
in Massachusetts currently use Century Bank for this 
lockbox service. The Board voted to approve the lockbox 
request.

In further business, Mr. Carreiro also asked 
the Board to consider a demand fee increase for late 
payments. The state allows towns to collect as much as 
$30 in demand fees, but Mr. Carreiro asked the Board to 
increase from $5 to $15. "We want to get across that these 
bills have to get paid,'' Mr. Carreiro said. 

Mr. Dawson agreed, citing the cost and energy 
involved in the collections process. "This could provide 
incentive," he said. 

The Board agreed to increase the demand fee 
incrementally. They voted to increase the fee to $10, 
effective January 1, 2011, and they agreed to meet again in 



a year to determine if they need to increase the fee further. 

In a final request, Mr. Carreiro asked the Board to 
increase a municipal lien fee from $40 to $50. This is the 
fee paid by anyone looking to determine whether or not 
a property owes taxes. Mr. Carreiro said that the new fee 
would be more in line with what other municipalities in 
the area are charging. The Board voted to approve this 
increase.

Inside versus outside cats

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Mr. Gagne opened the meeting with a discussion 
on Mattapoisett's recent initiatives aimed at supporting 
local agriculture. He said the town is voting on bylaws 
at its Annual Meeting on May 10 that would establish 
an Agricultural Commission to advance agricultural 
practices and offer assistance when farmers "loggerhead" 
with residential development. The town administrator 
said that one major objective of the agricultural initiative 
is the establishment of a Tri-Town farmer's market. As 
such, Mr. Gagne asked for the ORR School Committee 
to approve use of the front and western parking lots of 
the Junior High for the market's use. The market would 
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occur in the front lot with visitors parking in the side lot 
to ensure safety. Mr. Gagne added that a project manager 
would be hired to run the market. 

In response to the question as to whether the 
junior high or high school would financially benefit 
from the market, Mr. Gagne said that if the markets were 
successful he would encourage the market's oversight 
committee to donate excess proceeds to the schools. Mr. 
Gagne also addressed the board's concern with liability 
issues saying that he is investigating adding the market 
under Mattapoisett's insurance policy, but in all cases 
the town would take full responsibility. Mr. Gagne also 
addressed the question as to what types of products are 
allowed at the market; he said only items at the secondary 
product level that are made with local ingredients are 
permitted. Later during the meeting, the board voted to 
approve use of the parking lots for the farmer's market, 
which Mr. Gagne hopes to begin in May or June. 

Mr. Gagne then reported on "very exciting" efforts 
to install photovoltaic solar panels at Old Hammontown 
Elementary and Old Rochester Regional High School and 
Junior High. He said the town of Mattapoisett is sending 
out requests for qualifications to identify experienced 
companies to install and service the panels. The town

administrator said use of the panels would reduce 
electricity costs by 30 to 40 percent. According to Ms. 
Isernio, about $400,000 annually is spent on electricity for 
the junior high and high schools. 

Shaun Walsh, president of the ORR Booster 
Club, then asked the board to approve the construction 
of new trophy cases at ORR. Mr. Walsh said the current 
trophy cases are inadequate and numerous old trophies 
and awards remain in storage. He said that Coach Henry 
Quinlan is donating the labor and the club is paying for 
the materials, thus the new cases will cost nothing to the 
district. The new trophy cases would ''show off history'' 
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and "he a source of community pride,'' he said. Later 
during the meeting, the board approved the construction 
of new trophy cases, wrhich will be completed by next fall. 

In a brief report, ORR Athletic Director William 
Tilden showed the board photos of the renovated ball 
field. He expressed delight that the baseball teams will 
play at the ORR campus this spring. 

Superintendent Douglas White began his report 
on the news that Massachusetts was not selected to 
participate in Race to the Top, but the state will re-apply 
in June. He expressed concern that the Massachusetts 
Federation of Teachers recently backed out of their 
support for RTTT, which "may change the participation 
level [Massachusetts] once had.'' He said this could 
undermine the state's chances of getting chosen later this 
year. 

Mr White then announced that on May 11 at 6:30 
pm in the ORR library, experts on regionalization would 
convene to discuss prospects of regionalizing Tri-Town 
schools. 

In addition, he said that the search for a new 
Facilities Director is nearly complete. This person will 
address "areas that have been neglected for a while," he 
said. 

Ms. Hamm then reported on a Department 
of Education audit of the district's special education 
services. She said the school soon would release a press 
release inviting parents of special needs children to offer 
comments to the agency on these programs. Ms. Hamm 
said that DOE staff would begin interviewing special 
education faculty on April 26 and complete the audit by 
April 29. 

The superintendent then continued with his 
report to discuss changes in state funding; he said 
although the schools possibly will face a four percent 
reduction in Chapter 70 aid, the state might increase 
regional transportation reimbursement by five percent. If 
state legislation is approved, Ms. Isernio estimated that 
in total, the school district would incur a net reduction of 
$67,340. "This is not finalized," Mr White stressed. 

Principal Devoll offered the board an update on 
high school happenings, including the release of report 
cards, upcoming Advanced Placement tests, and the 
undefeated seasons so far for the girl's tennis team and 
the boy's baseball team. He also mentioned that Dr. John 
Ratey - author of Driven to Distraction and Delivered from 
Distraction - would speak at an upcoming mind-body 
connection event for Advanced Placement Biology and 
Psychology students.

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In the junior high principal's report, Mr. Brogioli 
reported on the success of the GiftsToGive collection 
drive and said that the student-faculty basketball game 
- which ended in a tie - raised more than $4,000 for a 
family affected by cancer. He also reported that the jazz 
band won the bronze medal at a recent musical festival. 
Later during the meeting, the principal presented and 
received board approval of his Student Improvement Plan 
for next year. Goals of the plan include: restructure the 
delivery of instruction to engage and involve students 
in active learning; develop global awareness; provide 
resources and training to ensure currency of technological 
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equipment and student experiences; and develop social 
skills / citizenship curriculum. 

Later in the meeting, Mr. Brogioli informed 
the board that the junior high is dispersing an informal 
survey of a possible uniform requirement like "khakis and 
a polo shirt/' he said. 

In her business report, Ms. Isernio said that 
as the budget stands, "everything looks good, we've 
been conservative." She said she is meeting with the 
superintendent to purchase textbooks for next year in 
anticipation of the cuts. 

Ms. Isernio also discussed the NutriKids point-of- 
sale cafeteria system - recently implemented at Sippican 
Elementary School - that allows students to purchase 
lunch with a pin number. "It would be really fabulous to 
get that here," she said. "The possibilities are amazing," 
noting that the program tracks all food purchases, allows 
parents to see and block certain purchases, and removes 
the stigma for students in the reduced-lunch program. 
She said that the program would cost about $8,000 to 
implement. 

Ms. Beams then distributed a draft school choice 
policy for the board's approval. The policy states that 
every year, the district will coordinate two random

The Omnivore's Dilemma

What are you going to 
eat for dinner tonight? Doesn't 
sound Hke much of a dilemma, 
does it? Well, what if I were to ask 
you where your food comes from? 
Getting trickier. Is it an industrially- 
sourced food, or did you go crazy 
at Whole Foods with the organic 
labels? Is it low-carb, low-fat, high 
in antioxidants or cruelty-free? 
These are the further questions

that plague many Americans and 

comprise part of the "Omnivore's Dilemma." 

Fans of Barbara Kingsolver's 2007 book Animal, 
Vegetable, Miracle will be compelled to pick up Pollan's book, 
which continues where Kingsolver left off in divulging the 
sources of our very convoluted food chain. Unlike Kingsolver 
(whose fictional portfolio includes The Bean 
Trees and The Poisonwood Bible) Pollan's 
book is less of a locavore manifesto and 
more of a declaration of things wrong in our 
eating culture (or lack thereof). 

The Omnivore 's Dilemma tackles 
everything from fad dieting, to food 
sourcing, to the moral dilemma of eating 
animals (including the slaughter process, 
which we omnivores like to gloss over in 
our minds). Pollan pinpoints a pervasive 
anxiety in America concerning food. Our 
food selection is closely tied in to our 
identity and morals. Are you someone who 
cares about the environment and fluffy 
animals? Then your dilemma is eating meat. 
Are you someone who wants to slim down? 
Then you must stay on top of every eating 
trend, even if that trend tells you to enter a 
state of ketosis, where you starve your body 
of carbohydrates to initiate a fat-burning 
process. How will you know that you are in ketosis? Your 
breath will stink. But it's worth it! Right? 

Pollan analyzes the reasons for what he calls a 
"National Eating Disorder." Food fads are nothing new, he 
says, citing the strange case of one Dr. John Harvey Kellogg, 
inventor of corn flakes and an enema-obsessed health guru. 
People flocked to Dr. Kellogg and his Battle Creek Sanitarium 
at the end of the 19th century for extreme exercise and diet 
routines, hoping that the measures would improve their lives 
and curb their addictions (a 1994 motion picture entitled The 
Road to Wellville, based on a fictionalized novel by T.C Boyle 
on the Battle Creek Sanitarium, depicts this early fad diet 
craze). 

In a country with no unified cultural food identity, 
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it is easy for fad diets to take a foothold, according to Pollan. 
French citizens, who enjoy pate (which is 100 percent 
fat), wine, cheese and baguettes without anxiety or regret, 
are paradoxically thinner than American citizens, who are 
constantly trying to trick themselves into being thinner with 
fad diets. But, Pollan points out: France doesn't eat at the 
wheel of the car. It doesn't have a whole line of travel soup 
containers that fit in car cup-holders. And they don't typically 
eat alone, or in between meals. 

So the Omnivore 's Dilemma really is something of 
a collective eating disorder that continues to build on itself. 
Besides fad dieting. The Omnivore's Dilemma looks at the 
three possible food sources for the average American: the 
industrial, a mega-complex of intertwining food industries 
that seem to all originate in the com field; the organic and 
local food sources, which seek to find some kind of soul and 
sustainability in the food industry (but still must employ some 
industrial methods to remain profitable); and the personal food 
source, which is what people personally hunt, gather and grow 
for their table. Not surprisingly, the third 
source is the smallest. 

To round out each of his chapters, 
Pollan creates a meal based on the food 
source that he has just analyzed. In the 
first meal, he and his wife and son eat a 
meal of McDonalds from their convertible, 
and Pollan tries to calculate how much 
corn they have just consumed. Although 
the meal consisted of a hamburger, fries, 
soda, chicken nuggets and a cursory Cobb 
salad, the vast majority of their meal still 
originated in the corn field. The second 
meal, Pollan and his guests enjoy a little 
more: a roasted chicken, souffle and fresh 
corn that have been locally grown. The 
final meal, which Pollan labels "The Perfect 
Meal," consists of a feral pig, cherries, 
abalone, fava beans, herbs and greens that 
he had hunted/farmed/picked himself. This 
final form of eating is incredibly gratifying 
to Pollan, but he recognizes it is unrealistic for every day 
eating. 

While interesting and informative, this book doesn't 
attempt to address how to change the food complex - in 
fact, Pollan kind of shrugs and says that this is the way it is. 
But certainly, knowledge is power, and Pollan delivers this 
knowledge in a thoroughly researched way that is free from 
judgment. The book, in combination with Animal, Vegetable, 
Miracle by Barbara Kingsolver, is bringing attention to our 
food sources in a way that hasn't been seen since Upton 
Sinclair's The Jungle.

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Masked Marvel

Kick- Ass, Starring Aaron Johnson and Nicolas Cage. 
Directed by Matthew Vaughn. Running time: 119 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

Some are saying that Kick-Ass becomes what it 
satirizes. I prefer to think it satirizes what it must become. The 
movie, about a dorky teen (Aaron Johnson) who suits up in a 
costume and calls himself Kick- Ass, has its origins in — where 
else? — a comic book, written by Mark Millar and drawn by 
John Romita Jr. (whose father drew Spider-Man back in the 
'60s). Millar, who also wrote the comic that became 2008 's 
Wanted, is a former comics fanboy who seems to loathe that 
younger self. Wanted and Kick-Ass stick it to the reader, making 
us feel foolish for investing our emotions in yet more power 
fantasies. The film version, written by Matthew Vaughn and 
Jane Goldman and directed by Vaughn, is more even-tempered. 
It's kinder to its characters (and therefore to its audience), 
though still pretty harsh by comic-book-movie standards. 

Kick- Ass has no special powers, other than metal 
plates in his head and iffy nerve endings following the severe 
beating that greets his maiden voyage as a crimefighter. So he 
can take more of a beating than most people without blacking 
out. Kick- Ass is in one movie that respects the laws of physics, 
the reality of hard objects thudding into flesh and bone. The 
other movie features Big Daddy and Hit Girl (Nicolas Cage and 
Chloe Grace Moretz), a father-daughter team similarly attired 
and inclined. They have the moves and the skills; they truly 
kick ass. Big Daddy is avenging past misdeeds by a local crime 
boss (Mark Strong), and he has recruited Hit Girl into a life of 
ultraviolence, much as Batman did with Robin. 

Batman and Robin never killed anyone. Big Daddy 
and Hit Girl do, with machinelike efficiency. The Batman of 
later years used to brood about the dangerous life he'd brought 
a child into. Big Daddy doesn't brood, and Hit Girl loves 
the lifestyle. Chloe Grace Moretz makes Hit Girl an average 
little girl who adores her daddy and thus adores making him 
happy by becoming a wind-up toy that spits bullets and knives. 
Nicolas Cage makes Big Daddy sort of sweetly geeky out of 




costume, intensely proud of his little girl. What's missing is a 
revelation in the comic — a typical cynical Millar touch — that 
turns Big Daddy into a delusional sociopath. Here, he's for real 

— a sociopath with a mission, one could say. 

Vaughn and Goldman also make Kick-Ass (real 
name: Dave Lizewski) more heroic than he was in Millar's 
hands. In the comic, Dave becomes Kick- Ass mainly out of 
boredom. In the movie, he's incensed because people stand 
by and do nothing while others are victimized. The murder of 
Kitty Genovese haunts the film the way it haunted Rorschach 
in Watchmen. Vaughn keeps working up to hyperbolic action 
sequences, mostly involving Big Daddy and/or Hit Girl; 
Kick- Ass and another teen wannabe superhero. Red Mist 
(Christopher Mintz-Plasse), may read a lot of comics but don't 
really know what they're doing. Hit Girl is there to show the 
fanboys how it's done and also to reflect their own juvenile 
fantasies rudely back at them. 

Kick- Ass may strike some as muddled, because 
it doesn't come down on one side or another. Costumed 
vigilantism is painful, bloody stuff; it's also cool as hell. Vaughn 
acknowledges the light-as-air rush of an action scene that laughs 
at gravity. Controversy has enveloped the film because Hit Girl, 
an eleven-year-old, curses and makes many bad guys go splat. 
That's the film's reductio ad absurdum, but it's nothing new 

— Japan's anime and manga have given us ass-kicking pre- 
pubescent girls for years, and sometimes creepily sexualized, 
too. We're just beginning to catch up. Kick- Ass speaks volumes 
about where our entertainment is heading. We can either take 
noisy offense or go along for the grisly and giddy ride. 
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diamond in his cornfield, people think he's crazy. Then 
the ghosts of Shoeless Joe Jackson and other Black Sox 
start arriving.

Wareham Land Trust and Water Quality 

Streams are the lifeblood of our Earth. They 
distribute nutrients throughout the ecosystem and 
provide habitat for a wide spectrum of life. Centuries ago, 
while the Wampanoag still wandered South Coastal New 
England, brook trout thrived in the flowing, cold, clear 
water of local streams. Early colonists described trout 
easily captured in nets by the thousands. But today, we 
are thrilled to encounter a stream with even a few isolated 
fish. What has become of our streams? 

A stream with few or no fish at all is an unhealthy 
environment, a degraded ecosystem—the unintended 
consequence of dams and land use over many, many 
years. The good news is streams can be restored and made 
healthy again. Water quality can improve and brook trout 
can rebound! 

Join the Wareham Land Trust in the Wareham 
Middle School Auditorium on May 8 from 9:00 am until 
noon for an in depth examination of small streams and 
rivers and their critical role in the overall ecological health 
of our planet. Learn what you can do — think globally but 
act locally — to preserve and restore our steams. 

Noted environmentalists will preside: Wareham 
educator Mack Phinney will describe the dynamics of 
local streams and hydrology of our watershed. Steven 
Hurley, a fisheries biologist with the state's Division of 
Fish and Wildlife will introduce the Eastern Brook Trout 
and its coldwater fisheries habitat.
